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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 3-5, 9-32, 34-66 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowability 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Examiner hereby concurs with the applicant's remark that in Dombrovski et al., the 
first passageway (76, 78) is positioned within the stator 18, whereas the second passageway (44, 
46) is positioned within the rotor 14. Accordingly, Dombrovski et al. does not disclose the 
conductor component having a first passageway and a second passageway, wherein the second 
passageway is at least partly encircled by the first passageway. Thus, the present invention 
differs from Dombrovski et al. 

Comparing to the prior-art of the record, none of the prior art references of the record, 
either stand-alone or in combination, has taught or suggest the above-mentioned features in 
combination with other limitations recited in the claims.
